D EATH IN THEIR WAR HEADS. 


W here tho Great Charge of Guncot­ 
ton Ie Carried and How It Is Ex­ 
ploded—Speed 
With 
Which 
These 
Tubes of Terror Are Propelled. 


T h ere 1h a missile a b o u t seventeen 
feet long, cylindrical In shape and 
eighteen inches In diam eter, that con­ 
ta in s within the sm all space of its 
head the power to destroy thousands 
of lives and sink the g reatest of ships. 
T hat missile is the torpedo. 
Such is 
the weapon of the subm arine. 
In tim es of peace, its exercise head 
filled with water, the torpedo is harm ­ 
less enough. 
Hut in th e tube of a sub­ 
m arine, ready for action, its bronze 
w ar head containing £|>out 200 pounds 
of guncotton, it beconA-s th e most fear­ 
ed and most destructive weapon in na­ 
val w arfare. 
In E urope t ho W hitehead torpedo is 
alm ost universally used. 
Invented by 
an Austrian, Britain quickly adopted 
it for her own and tile largest factory 
is now ut Weymouth. England. 
The- United States has also been an 
extensive user of the W hitehead tor­ 
pedo, obtaining the rig h t to manu­ 
fa c tu re it at the torpedo station in 
N ew port. 
It. I.. 
We are. 
however, 
abandoning the m an u factu re of the 
W hitehead 
in 
favor 
of 
the 
BMss- 
E eavltt, an American torpedo which is 
rap id ly developing Into th e best torpedo 
in th e world. 
So that you may appreciate the mer­ 
it* o f each and u n derstand the various 
functions of these torpedoes. I will 
briefly describe them. 
Torpedoes‘are' divided Into three prin­ 
cipal parts, th® head. th e air flask and 
th e afterbody. The w a r bend is made 
of bronze and carries a ch arg e of about 
1*00 pounds of guncotton. There is fit­ 
te d into the war head a small mechan­ 
ism called the war nose. the function 
o f w hich is to fire the guncotton charge 
w h en the torpedo strikes th e object. 
Th© war nose has generally three or 
four arms, which ald tim torpedo in 
cu ttin g through nets or fire tile charge 
In case th© torpedo should strike a 
glancing blow. In tim es of f>eace steel 
exercise heads are cnrrkMl for tile pur­ 
pose of practice and, os they are filled 
w ith water, are entirely harmless. 
T he head la fitted by screws to the 
a ir flask, a 
hollow cylindrical tube 
about eleven feet long an d used for 
atortng compressed 
air, 
the 
motive 
pow er of the torpedo. E very ship and 
^destroyer carries m achines for com­ 
p re ssin g air. but subm arines usually 
have their flasks charged alongside a 
parent ship or at a base. 
The flasks are charged to about 2.1 Of) 
pou n d s pressure per sq u a re inch, and 
th is it reduced by a valve to on engine 
Working pressure c f ab o u t 500 pounds, 
depending, of course, upon the speed. 
In order to get the g reatest possible 
tang® with the limited supply of com­ 
pressed i>ir, the air o fter being reduced 
t o a given pressure is superheated to 
give greater expansion an d consequent­ 
ly greater speed. 
The afterbody of a torpedo contains 
the w orking m echanism —engines, gy­ 
roscopic steering ap p aratu s and the at­ 
tached engines which control the ind­ 
iters. 
All these are o f very delicate 
adjustm ent, and In order to have effi­ 
cient torpedo men the n av y department 
m aintains a school a t th e torpedo sta­ 
tion in N arragansett bay. 
Torpedoes can be adjusted before 
firing to run any desired number of 
y a rd s from IOO to 4,000, an d in our lat­ 
est B liss lipnvitt torpedoes a range of 
10,000 yards has been attained. 
Tho 
speed o f the torpedo depends on the 
d istance it Is to run. 
Tile Whitehead 
torpedo runs 27 knots per hour for 
#,000 yards and 40 knots per hour for 
the 1,000 yard setting. O ur submarines 
are being supplied w ith a Bliss Leavitt 
torpedo capable of ru n n in g 7.000 yards 
a t about 35 knots an hour. 
T he torpedo can also be adjusted pre­ 
vious to firing to run a t any desired 
depth beneath the su rfa ce of the wa­ 
ter. 
Th® arm or belt of most battle­ 
sh ip s extends about six or eight feet 
below the w ater line, and the torpedoes 
are generally adjusted to run at a 
depth which would strik e the enemy 
ship Just below' the a rm o r belt. 
B efore a torpedo is placed completely 
In Its tul>e all ad justm ents a re made so 
th a t It will run as desired. The torpedo 
Is expelled from the tube by com­ 
p resse d air, and as it passes out a 
“s ta rtin g lever" is throw n back, which 
allow s the compressed air within the 
a ir flask to [tass through the valves, re­ 
d u cing it to the engine working pres­ 
s u re Mud then to tho engines, 
Tile torpedo now ta k es full control 
of itself ami runs at th e desired depth. 
speed and distance to tile ta rg e t—

Recent happenings and tile compil­ 
ation of various 
statistics

notice at this time. 
tLouder m a n a peal of thunder, 
more shocking than an earthquake, 
comes the warning, once again, to 
conserve human Hie. 
Three months ago this commis­ 
sion called attention to the fact that 
in the United States, for a period 
of over sixty years, including the 
civil war, there have 
been 
more 
deaths 
by accident in peace than 
the killed in war. 
Jt should not have been neces­ 
sary to the citizens of this great cen­ 
ter of population for such a terrible 
catastrophe, 
as 
th at of the over­ 
turning of the Eastland, to call a t­ 
tention to the awful price we 
are 
paying. 
In the year 1913 the number of 
deaths, 
attributed 
to 
accident 
throughout the country, according 
to government returns, was 54,0111, 
of which it is estimated one half, 
or over 27,000, were 
preventable. 
Coroner H o ffm a n ’s report for 1914 
shows that the measures taken by 
Associations, Corporations and pri­ 
vate individuals to provide “Safety 
F ir s t” in Chicago and Cook county 
resulted in the saving of 464 lives. 
(This ^splendid, reduction has now 
been entirely wi<pe^ out fo\ 1915; 
the total loss of life, 
by 
so-called 
accident, will be greatly Increased 
by the sudden unparalleled disaster 
which wipes out about 1000 precious 
lives with the suddeness of a stroke 
of lightning. 
The Public Safety 
Commission 
has no thought of adding 
to 
the 
numerous inquests as to the causes 
and 
responsibility 
for this dread­ 
ful calamity. 
We take the position 
th a t 
the 
action of official bodies. 
at this time, ought not to be check­ 
ed by popular criticism or prejudice, 
although the ultim ate demand for 
safety will rest upon 
the 
public. 
Our appeal is to the citizens to tak** 
to heart such lessons as a calamity 
like this may well bring to us while 
our hearts are stirred by bereave­ 
ment and sympathy. 
Certain general facts and consid­ 
erations will be of special value at 
this time. 
The first is th a t the 
greed 
for 
commercial profit is at the root of 
most of these so-called accidents in­ 
volving the loss of life. 
But there 
are 
many 
considerations 
which 
must lie referred back to our com­ 
mon carelessness and indifference to 
supreme value of life in cases where 
our desire or interests for the mo­ 
ment seem to be paramount. Every­ 
body wants to follow the crowd the 
more the persistence 
to 
secure a 
front place in it. 
This was forci­ 
bly illustrated in the fact that, while 
efforts were being made to recover 
the fated bodies from the river in 
the neighborhood of the wharf and 
on the bridges themselves was en­ 
dangered, and the police 
had 
to 
clear the way which was done with 
great difficulty. 
The lack of presence of mind and 
calmness is the frequent cause of 
a stampede resulting In great loss 
of life. 
By far the greater chance 
of escape comes to those who exer­ 
cise presence of mind 
and 
calmly 
/iewr the situation. 
The first consideration of all tra­ 
vellers, especially when anticipating 
an excursion, 
should 
be 
“Safety 
First.” 
One had better, a hundred 
times, miss a train or boat than to 
shure conditions th a t are obviously 
dangerous. 
We cannot, of course, 
be judges for ourselves of safety in 
transportation, at all 
times, 
and 
therefore the authorities are expect-^ 
ed to make ridgid inquiry in the 
causes of such disaster as that of 
should be provision 
for scientific, 
conveyances, whether over land or 
water, with responsibility vested in 
unpurchasable authority. 
But in the last analysis 
every 
man and woman should hold him 
or herself, as far as possible, re­ 
sponsible for his or her own life. 
On 
the 
presence of this great 
sorrow we ought not to overlook 
the fact that, afte r all, the common 
every day accident is just as much 
a call to “ Safety 
First” 
as 
the 
greater ones, and that of the thou­ 
sands of accidental deaths in Cook 
county annually, by far the great­ 
er proportion arises from individual 
carelessness 
and 
indifference 
to
